find Him frequently in Scripture, mixing with his 
Anger, expreſſions of great Kindneſs, and concern 
for 'em, letting himſelf down, not only: to their 
capacities, but to their affcCtions too, endeayour- 
ing (where their Judgments are (o ſtupid; as notto

be convinc'd into a ſenſe of their Duty ) co ſtir 
the ſofter part of their Nature, to ſee if common 
gratitude, or down-right ghame will not work up- 
on, 'cm. 

Sometimes hejacks* em,do they thus requite him; 
at another time; why they will die ? ſometimes he 
tells 'em, that he would have gathered 'em as a 
Hen does her Chickens, but they would not: And 
here, in the words of my Text, toshew how Fair 
and [mpartial he is, He leavesitto themſelvesto be 
judges betwixt himand them ; whether he might 
not in all reaſon have expeted ſome other Returns 
than what he has had, for all the'F ayours he had 
done 'em: 

He tells the Children of Ifraet here, " ble had 
taken'emlikea piece of Ground out of the midſt 
of a Common, with a deſign to lay out ſuch per- 
ticular Improvements upon it, as should ler the 
World-ſec that le intended to dwell there is 'an 
eſpecial manner,and theteforche fenc'd itin, to ſe- 
cure it; he-gatheted out the ones of ir, planted it 
with the choiceſt Vine, but}ta Tower in the midſt 
of it, andatſomade a Wine-preſs therein, and he 
look'd that it should bring forth Grapes accord- 
iogly, bur ie-proved otherwiſe. It did not prove 
quite barren"indeed, but brought forth a Grape 
{ower; aad ungrateful to the talte, and far worle, 


thanwhere no ſuch Tmprovement had been made.

The application of this Parable is eaſy, the 
Houſeof 1ſrazl was this vineyard; Gods ſigna-Mer- 
ICs and Deltverances, which he wrought amongſt 
*em, and were asſo many calls to Repentance, and 
uniform Obedjence;'that was the Improvement he 
had laid out upon it, and their ctying Sinsand Mif: 
demeanour,swere the fower grapes which came up 
where a muchmore'pleaſant fruit mighthave been 
jultly expected. Andbecauſe ſelf Condemnation 
15 the firſt ſtep to Repentance, they themlelves are 
made judges of the whole matter:Judge [} proy You: be- 
twixt me and my Vineyard. 

I hat God therefore may be juſtified in all his 
Ways, andthat we may be truly humbled into a 
ſenſe ofthe Duty we owe Him, let us make the tol- 
lowing Inquiries. 

1ſt What were the great kind chings that God 
-was pleas'd todo for this People? ? and what'were 
the ungrateful Returns he had from them ? 

2d. Lerus inquire how 'far HF are 'concerned 
inthis Parable; That is, whether their Caſe be not 
in avery High meaſure applicable tous? And 
when we baveidone this, Jet u+ in thelaft place con- 
ſider what isto be done toredrel(s this Matter, and 
what courſe to be taken, to reconcile our ſelves, to 
our good and gracious God; that none of theſe juſt 
and ſevere Complaints, may lie againſi us. 

T he kind things rhat'God was pleaſed ro do for 
B 2 this 
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this People, to whom theſe words were immediately 
direted, were. in ſhort theſe: He deliver'd 'em from a 
ſevere Bondage, he gave them their Lot in a-Plenti- 
ful Country, and he ſubdued all their Enemies round 
about 'em; by giving them ſuch ſtrange and aſtoniſh- 
Ing Succeſſes and Victories over 'em, as made ic (uffi- 
cicntly appear, that he fought on their ſide 

When they were flaves in Egyfr,. their Task-Ma- 
{ters made their lives bitter with hard Bondage mm Mor- 
tar,andin Brick, and in hard Service in the field; all the 
Service they made" em ſerve,was with Regour; inſomuch 
as they Sigh'd and Groan'd by reaſon of their Bondage, 
untill their Cry came up unto God, Ex 1. 14 Ex. 2. 23. 

From this miſerable Condition of life, God deli- 
ver'd 'em by a mighty Hand, and a ftretch'd out Arm, 
to the amazement, Terror, and Deſtruction of their 
Harſh and Cruel Maſters ; when he. had brought 'em 
out..of Egypt, he led 'em for Forty Years together, 
through a ſpacious Wilderneſs, by a Cloud by Day, and 
a Pillar of Fire by Night to conduCt 'em ; he fed them 
with Manna and Quails, to ſatisfe; their Hunger, and 
brought Water out of the hard Rock;to quench their 
Thirſt ; and through all the Hard-ſhips and Difficul- 
ties that could oppoſe their paſſage, he brought 'em 
into the Land of Promiſe, where he did not leave em 
to themielves, but Fought all their Battels for 'em, 
Deſtroyed all their Enemics round about 'em, and (e- 
curcd 'em as well in the Poſſeſſion, as the Conqueſt 


of 
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of a Country, abounding with all che Supports-and 
Comforts of humane life, a Land flowing with Milk 
and Hony : many conflids(it ts true) chey: had, with 
the remains of thoſe Nations that Joſhxa had almoſt 
rooted out, which continued as Thorns in their ſides, 
for want of their being throughly Subdued at firſt, bur 
as oft as they roſe up againſt 'em, ſo often did their 
good and gracious God appear on their ſide; and by 
many great & ſi:nal Deliverances,Preſerv'd and Sup- 
ported 'em againſt all the attempts of their Enemies. 

And now let us look back, and think if vie can, 
what could have been doneto obligea Peopleto all the 
Duties of Gratitude, Fear and Love, where all theſe 

roved ineffeual? what could the hopes or wiſhes of a 
Nation Raiſe them to, greater than that was here done 
for them? what could beget a ſtedfaſt Faith, where ſuch 
Miracles, or a true love, where ſuch Mercies were 
diſregarded and forgotten? And:therefore who could 
imagine, but at leaſt thoſe rhat had ſeen theſe Prodi- 
gious things, that had *em not only by Tradition from 
their Anceſtors, but had been Eye-witneſles of 'em, 
would have madeall the Returns of aſincere, & grate- 
full obedience, that could polibly be expected. 

No, they were ſo Stupidly ungrateful, ſo No- 
toriouſly Blind and !*eaf, roevery Mercy and call 
of God, that they out-did all the Nations round 
about them, in their Rebellion and Idolatry, 
when Moſes was in the very AC of Delivering 

'em 
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'em, they Murmured againſt Him: when they were 
but a few days in the Wildernels, they long'd for 
the Flesh Pors of Eyypr,and their old Slavery again: 
when their great Deliverer was but a few days ab- 
ſent from *'em, they made *em a Golden Calf, and 
worshipdit; when they were a little Pinch'd with 
Hanger, they cryed out that he had brought 'em 
intothe Wildernels ro deſtroy 'em; and when the! 
were fully ſetcled inthe imjoyment of the Promis'd 
Land, they defiPd themlielves with the Whore- 
.doms, and Idolatries of their neighbour Nations, 
which they were ſtrictly forbidden to come ne: : 
And inthe time of Elyjah the Prophet of the Peo- 
ple which was ſome times Number'd ro many Hun- 
dred thouſand, he could not ventare to lay, that 
there were above 7000, that hd not bow'd the 
knee to Baal, fo univerſal was their Apoſtalie: it is 
true indeed that after their Captivity, they were a- 
little humbled, and [dolatry grew odious amongſt 

'em ; butthey broke our into Factions, and Fierce 
Aniimoſities againſt each other, and to fill up the 
meaſure'of their Iniquity,and to fit*em for Deſtru- 
ion ,they crucifiedrhe Lord of Life. For all which 
God was at laſt Provok'd to ler looſe his vengeance 
upon *em; Hedeſtroy'd'their Nation, and madethe 
{mall Retnainder of 'em, Wander: rs about rhe 
- World, the Outcaſt and Scum of Mankind, that 
ſcem to enjoy the Curſe, they prononnc'd againſt 

them- 
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rhemfelves' when they LEA" the Saviour ofthe 
World, His Blood be upon us antl upon our Children. 

In his Iaft part oftheir ſtory, thejult and ſevete 
Vengeance of God upon 'ent for their Sins (bleffed 
be God for it ) our caſe, and theirs, are' not yet 
Parallel, but rather on the Contrary,our late Deli- 
verances, do encourage us to hope'that God has 
Mercies in'ſtore for us ; but how we have defery 'd 
'em at his Hands, will beſt appear, when we baye 
made our ſecond Enquiry? 

Andthat was this; How fat our caſe is Parallet 
with'that of the Jews? what were the kind things 
that-God has been pleas'd to do for us? and whar 
Returns we have made him, for all his Favours. © © 

And firſt, itis manifeſt, that he has Deliver'd us 
from a Bondage, greater & more intolerable than' 
theirs ; a Bondage not of Body and Limbs, but of 
Soul and Conſcience ; and this is what theſe Nati- 
ons endur'd, under the Tyranny and Uſurpation 
of the Sec of Rome ; which thought fit to with- 
hold from us all che ordinary means of Grace and 
ſaving Knowledge, 1 in order to ſend us blindfold 
to Heaven. The word of God which ſhould have 
been a Light antoour Feet, and a Lanthorn to our Paths, 
was lock'd up from usinan unknownTongue;nei- 
ther was it to be look*d upon by any but ſuch as 
would Purchaſe a Licence, neither could any one 
be fav'd (if ic were neceſſary for a Man to know 


what 
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what he Read or Pray'd, for in order to it ) unleſs 
he would learn the Latin Tongue ; we were to make 
our Addreſſeſs,for Grace and Salvation in the hour of 
Death, to Saints and Angels; or fall down to a God 
of Paſte,or Stone, or Ivory; who were as unable to an- 
ſwer, as to hear our Prayers: And if we would be 
Orthodox Cirriſtians, we muſt have Pinn'd our Faith 
and Chriſtian Liberty upon the (lecve of a Man, or 
Number of Men, that were generally neither more 
Wile, nor more Holy than their Neighbours ; and 
who could never yet agree amongſt themſelves, con- 
cerning the Principles and foundations of cheir Faith : 
In ſhort, there wasno ſort of Folly, Ignorance,. or 
Superſticion,that was not obtruded Upon us, under 
the name of Devotion and Religion. From this 
miſcrable Bondage, of Soul and Conſcience, it 
pleaſed God to Deliver us, by the Reformation of 
our Church, which was done,not after that confus'd 
cumulcuous way, by which the Romih Religion, 
was Banih'd out of other Countries, where the 

Rabble had many ries, agreater Hand, in the Re- 
- org of Worlhip, and DoGtrine, than thoſe 
whoſe lips were ordain'd to preſerve knowledge ; But our 
Reformation was carried on, with that. order, and 
decency, which( bleſſed be God) is viſible in our 
Solemn Worſhip, and in the Laws and Conſtituti- 
ons of our Church, under the ProteCtion, and 


Conduct of the Government both Civil and Ecle- 
{iaſtical, 
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Gaſtical, and this makes us at this Day, the envy 
of our Enemies, and the Prop of the Reformed 
Religion. , 

This ſay is the Bondage, the Spiritual Bon- 
dage, from which God was pleas'd to Deliver 
us, as He did the Children of Ifrael, fron 
one of another kind. And He has given us our 
Lot, ina Country nothing inferiour 'to theirs ;' 

'Tis true indeed, we live more Remote ' from 
the: Sun, than thoſe, that have their Woods, 
and Forreſts, cover'd with Citrons, and Gumms, 
and Spices. Yet God has bleſſed us, with all the 
neceſlaries of human Life, to that ſuperfluous a- 
bundance, that we ſend 'em round the Globe of the 
Earth, and bring home the Indies to our Doors 
Neither are the bleſſings of our Country, con- 
fin'd only to the temper of our Air, and Soil, but 
the Natu e and Temper of our Government, 
makes all Engliſhmen the moſt happy People in 
the World. For we have all the bleſſings of other 
Governments, without any of their Miſchiefs, or 
Inconveniencies: T he Kingly Power Securing us 
from the inſolency of Faction ; and the Authori- 
ty of our Repreſentativesin Parliament, ſecuring 
us from the Encroachments of an Arbitrary Pre- 
' rogative, which makes our Lives, our Liberties, 
our Eſtates, and our R eligion too, our own; fo ful- 


ly our own, that they can't be touchi'd bur purſuanc 
C to 


at 
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to thoſe Laws, to which we our ſelves have given 
our conlcents. 1i1'T 110 To 

But our great top bleſſing of all, was, our Deltye«- 
rance from our Enemies, not only, onr' Foreign 
Encmics, butour Domeſtick ones, the Enemy at 
our Doors, and in our Neighborhood, that Enemy- 
that has made this Day this 23d. of Oftober fa- 
mous in our Annals, an Enemy that never'did, 'nor 
ever will wantthe Will, and Inclination, when 
they can have the Power, and Opportunity, 
to Deſtroy us. An Enemy whoſe vertue, valour, 
andconduct,(God be thanked)we have no great rea- 
ſon to Tear. But an Enemy Treacherous, [ngrate- 
ful, Secret, Bloody and Implacable; an Enemy 
whom no ties of Gratitude, Hoſpitallity, Friend- 
fhip or AMinity,couldever oblige to recede(unlefs 
It were in ſome very few Inſtances) from all the 
Barbarity, and Cruclty, that their own vile Incli- 
nations, or their vilerReligion could ſuggeſt to: 
'Em; an Enemy which never fail'd to put ſome 
Bloody Rebellion, or Horrid Conſpiracy in Ext- 
cution, when ever the leaſt glimpfe of Hope ap- 
pear'd, that they ſhould be ſucceſsfuttn their at- 
eempts, One of which, andthat the moſt: Barba- 
rous that perhaps can be inſtanc*d, in any Age or 
Nation, weareoblig'd this Day to Remember, and' 
to Magnikie, and Bleſs the Goodneſs and Mercy off 
God, tor the Scalonable, and Miraculous Dete&r-

2:Inſhort, an Encmy that one would think, in fo 
loog atraRtof time, might.have been reclaind, by 
the Wiſdom, and Clemency,of:the Engliſh Laws, 
andthe;Civilityof their cyſtoms, were it not for 
ſotme -odd unaccountahle antipathy in their na- 
euces, that renders 'emutterly irreconcilable to.a- 
ny: thing thatis, Engliſh, for ſurely nothing Tels 
thenthis,couldatiimate *em totholc horrid barbart- 
ties, that chey were then Guilty off: Cruelties 
unheard of ,evenamongſt thoſe Nations, that have 
Iiv'd:by, Murder, and-Rapine.; Cruekies, that but 
fora Poettodeſcribe, inanother Country, wherg 
theſe chings were not known, would render ;him 
obnoxious to cenſure, for Tranſgrefſing the Laws 
of \Fiton. In ſhort, a Barbarity, which no conſi- 
deration:of Oaths or Promiſes,of Age or Scx, of 
Gratitude, or Friendſhip, of Human, or.

Had they 
been asgood at Facing an Engliſhman inthe Field, 
as at Murdering his Wifeand Children, at. Home, 
could they have. us'd their Swords in Battel, as 
dextrouſly as they did their Long Skeans, and 
Pocket Daggers againſt the weak and unarm'd; 
they had been a formidable Enemy indeed,but that 
was not their province; and therefore, when it 
came to a fairandopen War,their Hearts, andgheir 
Hands fail'd 'em. | wy 
We need not put it to ConjeQure, what the

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1ſue of theic Bloody Deſign had been,if it had ſuc- 
ceeded, their conſtant uſage of the British, in thoſe 
parts of the Kingdom, where they fell into their 
Hands, and wereunable to Reſiſt *em, is 'a ſuffici- 
ent demonſtration of what they intended to do, 
which was no leſs than to extirpate our whole
